fenator Beck is Said to Be Quite Sick—

Wasuinetrox, September 11.—{Special.]— 
The opinion of the democrats today is that 
they will be unable to agree upon anything 
definite in regard to adjournment at the caucus 
to be held this week, on account of the notice 
from the republicans of the senate finance 
committee today that they would be unable to 
report a tariff bill in two weeks yet. 

As everything connecied with adjournment 
hinges on the senate’s tariff bill, the demo- 
crats cannot yet well outline any definite ad- 
journment policy. There are numbers of 
democrats, both senators and representatives, 
who do not believe the republicans are very 
earnest about their tariff bill. The republi- 
cans ate, however, still emphatic in saying 
that they will report a tariff bill this session. 
They are in a position where they are com- 
pelled to do something, but it still seems that 
they cannot agree. 

THK RETALIATION BILL, 

The retaliation bill which passed the house 
last Saturday reached the senate foreign rela- 
tious committee today. It will ge taken up 
for consideration tomorrow. Senater Sher- 
man, chairman of the committee, says he does 
not know exactly when the committee will 
report, but there wiil be no unnecessary delay. 
There will be some debate on the bill when it 
comes up in the senate, but it will eventuaily 
pass and the president will get the power he 
asks, not because the republicans like to 
accommodate him, but because they are com- 


pelled to. 


THE MAINE ELECTION. 

Mr. Forney, of Alabama, said today in 
speaking of the Maine election: ‘It will bring 
about an adjournment of congress in two or 
three weeks. The result will give the repub- 
licaus confidence to go before the country with 
the issue as it now stands, without trying any 
tariff reduction. That’s the way I look at i,” 

SENATOR BECK’S HEALTH, 

Disquieting rumors are current with regard 
to the health of Senator Beck, who has been 
at Fortress Monroe since the middle of last 
week. Inquiry among his friends developed 
the fact that in compliance with the advice of 
his physicians, he had decided not to return to 
his duties in the senate until next season, It 
is reported that he is threatened with an affec- 
tion of the heart, for which quiet and retire- 
ment are doemed essential, 

Hie is a member of the tariff sub-committee 
of the finance committee of the senate, and 
being the leader of his party in financial and 
politico-econoimic matters, is expected to pre- 
pare the minority report on the tariff bill. He 
is universally esteemed, and wishes for his 
speedy restoration to health and activity are 
as heartily expressed by his political oppo- 
nevis as by his party friends,

Wasninaton, September 11.—The house 
amendment to the senate bill for a pension to 
to the widow of General Heintzelman (reduc- 
ing the amount froin $100 to $75 a month) was 
uon-concurred in anda conference ordered.

HE WILL SURELY HANG. 


The Brave Stand of Governor Waterman in 
the Case of a Murderer. 

San Francisco, Cal., September 11.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Young Alex. Jack Goldenson, the 
hoodjum murderer of little Mamie Kelly, will 
hang without fail on Friday next. Golden- 
son’s lawyers obtained an order from Probate 
Judge Coffey for a jury to decide on Wednes- 
day whether the condemned youth is insane 
ornot. Yesterday the lawyers interviewed 
Governor Waterman at Santa Cruz and begged 
for one month’s respite. Waterman became 
indignant, as he has been much annoyed by 
Goldenson’s mother, and said: 

“fT would hang him tomorrow if I conld, to 
end the matter, He is nothing buta licentious 
murderer and killed the poor girl because her 
voluptious appearance awakened a libertine’s 
desires in him, and because she woald not sub 
mit to his unholy wishes.’’ 

Tn conversation with a reporter, Governor 
Watermon said: “I have investigated this 
case thoroughly. I went to the school Mamie 
Kelly attended and found her the pet of 
teachers and scholars. I have learned that 
$25,000 has been offered to any lawyer who 
would get me to change Goldenson’s sentence 
to imprisonment for life. Attorneys have 
threatened me by saying the Jewish vote 
would go against me. don’t care if all the 
Jewish vote or any other vote goes against me. 
I intend to do just what is right and legal, but 
I know the threats to be a lie, as many leading 
Hebrews have come to me and asked to have 
Goldenson hanged as soon as possible. Even 
if the people of California should come two by 
two up to Sacramento and kneel down and beg 
me, I would not do anything as it is an un- 
pardonable offense, and he shall be hanged.’ 

The condemned youth still preserves his 
bravado and ridicules the attempt of his 
mother and lawyers to secure a reprieve on 
the insanity plea. The sheriff, backed by the 
governor’s He sone to interfere, will not permit 

voldenson to be taken to court on Wednes- 
day. When the prisoner leaves the con- 
demned ceil it will be to go to the gallows. 
The jailers believe Goldenson will weaken, in 
spite of his boast that he wants the privilege 
of placing the noose around his own neck.

THE STORM IN NORTH CAROLINA, 


Great Damage Reported— Railroad Washouts 
and Injury to Crops. 

RALEIGH, N. C., September 11.—[Special. ]— 
Today was the first bright day since September 
came in, and there is now time to look back 
and see the disaster wrought by rains and 
floods. Over nine inches of rain fel! here dur- 
ing the month, and at some points over a foot 
fell. The heaviest rainfall was on Sunday 
night, when nearly three inches fell. Yester- 
day the streams were raging in the up country. 
Today the floods are in lower parts of rivers. 

Last night two specials to Atlanta could not 
be sent away, as the wires were.down. -Com- 
munication by several lines of railroad is 
stopped, also much travel on the county roads. 
The damage already wrought by the flood is 
tremendous. 

Between Winston and Greene:zboro, whole 
fields of growing crops are under water, bridges 
are washed away and timber washed into the 
streams. Last night the south-bound train 
from Washington and Richmond was water- 
bound at a point between Reidsville and 
Greensboro. The train from Atlanta for tl e 
north last night could not get north of Grae e 
boro, so it came back to Raleigh and Golds- 
boro and took the Coast Line track to Rich- 
mond, 

The trouble between Reidsyille and Greens- 
boro is at Reedy Fork, where, for over three 
miles, the track is covered with water... It is 
not known what amount of damage to the 
track has been done. 

The washout which occurred on the Caro- 
lina Central railroad, six miles beyond Shelby, 
has been repaired, and this evening trains ran 
through as usual. 

Judge Fowle was forced to return here this 
morning. He had to give up his appointment 
at Walnut Cove, Mt. Airy and Yadkinville 
owing toimpassable streams. To add to the 
trouble the bridge at Walnut Cove, on the 
Cape Fearand Yadkin Valley railway, was 
swept away yesterday afternoon. Judge 
Fowle will not be able to leave here and re- 
sume his canvass until Friday, when he will 
go to Winston. 

One deplorable result of long continued 
rains is cotton seed sprouting in the locks. 
Even leaves have began to put outon the 
sprouts and have in some cases attained a con- 
siderable growth. It is learned thata large 
quantity of cotton in the fields in the Laurens- 
burg section is in asimilar condition and it is 
feared that much damage will result to the 
staple from this source. 

The wind at Wilmington yesterday blew a 
gale at one time reaching a mean velocity of 
forty-eight miles per hour. The consequence 
a remarkably high flood tide in the Cape Fear, 
indeed, the highest for years. The river was 
over tive feet above high water mark, caused 
by winds blowing with the tide upthe river 
and its meeting of the freshet rushing down 
from the upperriver. There isan extensive 
washout on the recently compiéted railway 
between Durham and Oxford. It is near 
Durham, and has stopped travel for the pres- 
ent over that line; otherwise cars from Atlanta 
could go north that way.

The Republican Nominee Makes 
His Bow, 


AND REVIEWS CAMPAIGN MATTERS. 


The Tariff Question Discussed at Length— 
A Letter Not Noted for Particular 
Strength. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., September 11—The fol- | 


lowing is General Harrison’s letter accepting 
the republican presidential nomination : 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Septeniber 11, 1484.—To Hon. 
M. N. Esti B and others, committee. Gentlemen: 
When your committce visited me on 
the fourth of July last,and presented the official 
announcement of my nomination for the presidency 
of the United States by the republican convention, 
I promised as soon as practicable to communisate to 
you a more tormal acceptance of the nomination, 
Since that time the work of receiving and address- 
ing almost daily the large delegations of my fellow 
citizens has not only occupied ali of my time, but 
has, in some measure, rendered it unnecessary for 
me to use t iis letter as a medium of communicating 
to the public my views upon the questions involved 
inthe campaign, Iappreciate very highly the con- 
fidence and respect manifested by the convention 
and accept the nomination with a fecling of grati- 
t:dé and a full sense of the responsibilities which 
accompany it. 

It isa matter of congratitation that the declara- 
tions of the Chicago convention upon the ques- 
tions that now attract. the interest of cur people 
are so clear and emphatic. There is a further 
cause of congratulation In the fact that the convene 
tion utterances of the democratic party, if in any 
degree uncertain or contradictory, can now be 
judged and interpreted by the executive acts and 
messages, and by the definite propositions in legis- 
lation. This is especially true of what is known &s 
the 

Tariff Question. 

The issue cannot now be obscured, It is not a 
contest between schedules, but between wide apart 
principles. Foreign competitors of our market have, 
with quick instinct, seen how one issue of this con- 
test may bring them advantage, and our own peo- 
p‘e are not so dull as to miss or neglect the grave 
interests that are involved for them. The assault 
on our protective system is open and defiant. Pro- 
tection is assailed as unconstitutional as law or as 
vicious in principle, and those who hold such views 
sincerely cannot stop short of an absolute elimina- 


tion from our tariff laws of the principles of protec- ,

Those who teach thatimport duty upon foreign 
goods soldin the market is paid by the consumer, 
and the price of the domestic competiting article is 
enhanced to the amount of the dutyon the im- 
ported article—that every million dollars collected 
for custom duties represents many millions more 
which do not reach the treasury, but are paid by our 
citizens as thé increased ¢ost of domestic productions 
resulting from the tariff laws; may not intend to 
discredit in the minds of others our system of levy- 
ing dujies on competing foreign products, but it is 
clearly already discredited in theirown. We can- 
not doubt, without impugning their integr ‘y,that, it 
ree to act the’'rown convictions, they would so re- 
vise our laws as to lay the burden of the customs 
revenue upon the articles that are not produced in 
this country and to place upon the free list all com- 
peting foreign products. 

I do not stop to refute this theory as to the effect 
of our tariff duties. Those who advance it are stu- 
dents of maxims and not of markets, They may be 
safely allowed to calltheir project “tariff reform,’’ 
if the people understand thatin the end the argu 
ment compels free trade in ail competing products. 
This end may not be reached abruptly, and its ap- 
proach may be accompanied with 

SOME EXPRESSIONS OF SYMPATHY 
for our protected inpustries and our working peo- 
ple, but it will certainly come if these early at- 
tempts do not arouse the people to effective resist- 
ance. 

The republican party holds that a protective tariff 
is constitutional, wholesome and necessary. Wedo 
not offer a fixed schedule, but a principle. We will 
revise the schedule, modify the rates, but always 
with an intelligent provision as to the effect upon 
domestic production and the wages of our working 
people. We believe it to be one of the worthy ob- 
jects of tariff legislation to preserve

aud to maintain the American scale of. wages by 
adequate discriminating duties upon foreign com- 
peting products, The effect of lower rates and larger 
importations upon the public revenue is contingent 
and doubtful, but not so the effect upon American 
productions and American wages. Less work and 
lower wages must be accepted as the inevitable re- 
sult of the increased offering of for€ign goods in our 
market, 

By way of recompense for this reductionin his 
wages, and loss of American market, it is suggested 
that the diminished wagesof the workingman will 
havean undiminished purchasing power, and that 
he will be able to make up forthe loss of a home 
macket by an enlarged foreign market. Our work- 
ingmen have the settlement of the question in their 
own hands. They now obtain higher wages and 
live more comfortably than those of any other 
country. They willmake achoice between the 
substential advantages they have in hand, and the 
deceptive promises and ferecasts of those theorizing 
reformers. They will decide for themselves and for 
the country whether the protective system shall be 
continued or destroyed. 

‘ The Treasury Surplus, 

The fact of a treasury surplus, the amount of 
which is variously statea, has directed public at- 
tention to a consideration of the methods by which 
the national! income may best be reduced to a level 
of wise and necessary expenditure. This condition 
has been seized upon by those who are hostile to 
protective custom duties as an advantageous base 
of attack upon our tarifflaws. They have magni- 
fied and nursed the 
they affect to deprecate, seemingly for 
the purpose of exaggerating the evil in order to 
reconcile the people to the extreme remedy they 
propose. A proper reduetion of revenue does not 
necessitate, and should not suggest, the abandon- 
ment or impairment of the protective system, The 
methods suggested by our convention will not need 
to be exhausted in order to effect the necessary re- 
duction. Weare not likely to be called upon, I 
think, to make a present choice between the sur- 
render of our protective system and the entire 

Repeal of Internal Taxes. 

Such contingency, in view of the present relation 
of expenditures to revenue, is remote. The inspec- 
tion and regulation of the manufacture and sale of

were common. The pioneer wanted a neighbor 
with more friendly instincts than the Indian. Labor 
was scarce and fully employed, But the day of 
the immigration bureau has gone by. While our 
doors will continue open to proper immigration, we 
do not need to issue special invitationsit jinhabitant 
of other countries to come to our shores or to share 
our citizenship. Indeed the necessity of some in- 
spection. and limitation is obvious, We should 
resolutely refuse to permit foreign governments to 
send their paupers and criminals to onr ports. We 
are also clearly under duty to defend our civiliza- 
tion by excludiug alien races whose ultimate as- 
similation with our people fs neither possible nor 
desirable, The family has been the neuclus of our 
best immigration and the home the most potent 
assimilating force in our civilization, 
Chinese Immigration. 

Objections to Chinese immigration are distinctive 
and conclusive, and are now so generally accepted 
as such that the question has passed entirely beyond 
the stage of argument. The laws relating to this 
subject would, if I should be charged with their 
énforcement, be faithfully executed. Such amiend- 
ments. or further legislation as may be necessary and 
proper to prevent evasions of the laws and to stop 
further Chinese immigration would also meet my 
approval. The expression of the convention upon 
tois subject isin entire harmony with my views, 

Election Frauds. 

Our civil service compact is a government by 
majorities, and the flaw loses its sanction and the 
magistrate our respect when this compact is broken, 
The evil results of election frauds do not éxpend 
themselves upon voters who are reassured of their 
rightful influence in public affairs. Theindividual, 
or community, or party, that practices or connives 
at election frauds, has suffered irrepairable injury 
and will sooner or later realize that to exchange the 
American system of majority rule for minority con- 
trolis not only unlawful and unpatriotic but very 
unsafe for those who promote it. The distranchise- 
ment of a single legal elector by fraud or intimida- 
tion is a crime too grave to be regarded lightly. The 
right of every qualified elector to cast one free ballot 
and to haye tt honestly counted must not be ques- 
tioned. Every constitutional power should be used to 
make this right secure and to punish frauds upon 
the ballot. Our colored people yo “not ask special 
legislation in their interest, but only to be made 
secure in the common rights of American citizen- 
ship. They will, however, naturally mistrust the 


’ Sincerity of those party leaders who appeal to their 


race for support only in those localities where the 
suffrage is free and the election results doubtful and 
compass their disfranchisement where their votes 
would be controlling and their choice cannot be 
coerced, 

Natiomal Aid in Education. 

The nation, not lessthan states, is dependent for 
its prosperity and security upon the intelligence 
and morality of its people. This common interest 
very early suggested natjonal aid in the establish- 
ment and endowmentof schools and colleges in 
new siates. There is, I believe, a present exigency 
that calls for still more liberal and direct appropria- 
tion in aid of the common school education in 
States, 

Favors New States. 

The territorial form of government is a temporary 
expedient, not a permanent civil condition. It is 
adapted to the exigency that suggested it, but be- 
comes inadequate and{eyeu oppressive when ap- 
plied to fixed and populous communities. Several 
territories. are well able to bear the burdens and dis- 
charge the duties of free Commonwealt ns in the 
American union. Toexclude them istodeny the 
just rights of their people and may well excite their 
es protest. No question of politicai prfer- 
enc®of the people of the territories should ciose 
against them the hospitable door which has opened 
to two-thirds of the existing states. But admission 
should be resolutely refused to any territory, a ma- 
jority ot who-e people cherish institutions that are. 
repugnant to our Civilization or inconsistent with 
the republican form of government. 

The Matter of Trusts. 

The declaration of the convention against ‘all 
combinations of capital, orzanizel in trusts or 
otherwise, to control the arbitrary condition of 
trade among our citizens,’ is in harmony with 
views entertained and publicly expressed by me 
long berore the oe of the convention, 
Ordinarily capital shares the losses of idleness with 
labor; but under the operation of the trust. in some 
of its forms, the wage-worker alone suffers loss, 
while idle capital receives its dividends from the 
trust fund. Producers who refuse to join the com- 
bination are destroyed, and competition as an ele- 
ment of prices is eliminated. It cannot be doubted 
that legislative authority should and will find a 
method of dealing fairly and effectively with these 
and other abuses connected with this subject. 

Pensions to Soldiers. i 

It can hardly be necessary for me to say that I am 
heartily in sympathy with the declaration of the 
convention upon the subject of pensions to our 
soldiers and sailors. What they gave and what 
they suffered I had some opportunity to observe and, 
in a small way, to experience. They gave un- 
grudgingly. They say it was not a trade, but an of- 
fering. ‘The measure was heaped up and running 
over. What they achieved only a distant generation 
can adequately tell. 

Without attempting to discuss particular proposi- 
tionr, 1 may add that the measures in . 
half of the surviving veterans of . the 
war, and of the families of their dead comrades, 
should be conceived and executed in a spirit of 
justice and of most grateful liberality, and that, in 
the competition for civil appointment, honorable 
ery service should have appropriate recogni- 
tion. 

The law regulating 

The Civil Service 
appointments to classified civil service received my 


supportin the senate, in belief that it opened the , 


way to a much-needed reform. I still think so, and, 
therefore, cordially approve the clear and forcible 
expression of the convention upon this subject. 
he law should have the aid of friendly interpre- 
tation, and should be faithfully and vigorously en- 
forced. All appointments under it should be abso- 
lutely free from partisan consideraton and influ- 
ence, Some extensions of the classified list 
are racticable and desirable, and fur- 
ther legislation extending the reform to the 
other branches of service, to which it is 
applicable, would receive my approval. In appoint 
ments to every giade and department, fitness, and 
not party service, should be the essentsaland dis- 
criwinating test,and fidelity and efficiency, the 
only sure tenure of office. Only the interest ot the 
ublie service should suggest removals from office. 
know there are practical difficulties attending the 
attempt to apply the spirit of the civil service rules 
to all appointmentsand removals. It will, how- 
ever,.be my sincere purpose, if elected, to advance 
reform. 
The Temperance Question. 

I notice with pleasure that the convention did not 
omit to express its solicitude for the promotion of 
virtue and temperance among our people. The re- 
publican party has always been friendly to every- 
thing that tended to make the home life of our peo- 

ole, free, pure aud prosperous, and will in the future 
true to its‘history in this respect. 
A Foreign Policy. 

Our relations with foreign powers should be char- 
acterized by friendliness and respect. The right of 
our people and of our sbips to hospitable treatment 
should be insisted upon with dignity and firmness, 
Our nation is too both in muterial strength 
and in moral power to indulge in bluster orto be 
suspected of timorousness. Vacillation and incon- 
sistency are as incompatible with successful diplo- 
macy as they are with national dignity. 

We should especially cultivate and extend our 
diplomatic and commercial relations with the Cen- 
tral and South American states. Our fisheries 
should be fostered and protected. The hardships 
and risks that are necessary incidents of the busi- 
ness should not be increased by an impossible ex- 
clusion from rnear-lying porta. The resources of a 
firm, ed and consistent diplomacy are un- 
dou ome to a prompt and peaceful solution 
of the difficulties that now exist. Our neighbors 
will surely not expect in our the commercial 
hospitality they deny to us in their’s.

It is understood he found 
some thirty-five cases of fever there, in a popu- 
lation of one thousand, in the town and vicin- 
ity.

Macon, Ga., September 11.—[{Special.}— 
Very few refagees are now passing through 
Macon via Albany and the Southwestern rail- 
road. The inspectors are kept very busy with 
a large travel of general passengers, but they 
do not have many from Jacksonville or any 
part of Florida. The special government train 
tonight is the first time in quite awhile a very 
large delegation has passed through via the 
East Tennessee, though a number of refugees 
are on every north-bound train. 

At the citizens’ os last night at the 
academy of music, Mayor Price presided, and 
Jacksonville was authorized to draw on Macon 
for $3,000. On motion of Jajor J. F. Hanson, 
it was agreed that an executive committee be 
appointed, to act as a relief committee, to em- 
ploy canvasgers forjeach ward to solicit subscrip- 
tions for the benefit fund. The following is 
said executive committee: Mayor 8. B. Price, 
Ben. C. Smith, president of the board of trade, 
G. C. Conner, John G. Deitz, John §. Baxter, 
R. H. Brown, and George T. Kershaw. 

The executive cOmmittee met today at 
noon at the store of Smith & Gordon to select 
the canvassere. Several names of gentlemen 
in each ward were chosen, but at this writing 
all these persons had not been seen by the 
committee, and it is not known at present who 
will consent to serve, so the list of canvassers 
will not be published uutil it is complete.

I always do enjoy my- 
self in this city—in fact everyw hereI go, not 
even excepting Chicago’’—this last with a 
twinkle of a pair of steel blue eyes that answers 
the purpose of a smile With Chief Arthur. 

‘*How did you enjoy the meeting last night?” 
asked the reportor. 

“It was splendid. The speaking was good, 
the crowd was gratifying and ev erything 
passed off in a vary pleasant manner.’ 

“How did you like Governor Gordon’s 
speech ?” 

“Why, my dear boy, don’t you know that 
everybody likes to hear your governor make a 
speech. He is oneof the best men in this 
country and he knows just how to talk to the 
boys on all occasions. Gordon is a fine man.”’ 

“Did you meet with the local division of the 
brotherhood of engineers today ?”’ 

“Yes. I met our boys and had a litte talk 
with them, this afternoon about five o’clock, I 
find they are getting along first rate and they 
are a fine division.’ 

“Did ip give them your views about the 
se ee | amalgamation of the engineers and 
firemen ?

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Boycott the Jute Bagging. 

The able managers of the jute bagging 
trust have stirred up a bigger fuss than they 
“Intended to. The other trusts have racked 
= slong in a quiet way, robbing and plunder- 
| tngthe people to any extent that suited 
© their convenience, but the robbers who are 
 @ngaged in manipulating the jute bagging 
 gteal have succeeded in getting up a discus- 
sion that has alarmed the country. 

The trouble with the bagging trust thieves 
fe that in commanding the cotton planters 
of the south to stand and deliver they struck 
& parcel of people who are ready to organize 
in their own defense. This spirit, which 
originated in the grange movement, and 
which has been fostered by the various dis- 
trict and county agricultural associations, 
has been fully developed by the Farmers’ 
Alliance. 

The alliance is one of the most powerful 
Organizations in the country. The New 
York Sun would describe it as a trust, and, 
eo faras combination is concerned, it is a 
trust, but it is not a trust organized for the 
purpose of robbing or oppressing anybody; 
it isan organization for the purpose of self- 
_ defenee and protection. 

The alliance was the first obstacle with 
which the bagging trust robbers has had to 
deal; but it has met another equally as pow- 
erful in theshape of the cotton under- 
writers belonging to the marine board. 
These insurance men, taking advantage of 
the situation, have adopted resolutions 
(which we have noted before) to the effect 
that they can not afford very much longer 
to insure cotton wrapped in so insufficient 
and inflammable a material as jute bagging. 

A few months ago, such a declaration 
would have been received by the farmers as 
‘Yn the nature of an attack, but now it af- 
fords another reason why they should boy-

cott the bagging factories, and wrap their. 


cotton in coarse cloth made out of the staple 
itself. This would not only cheapen the 
 #nsurance, which falls on the producer, but 
- would create a new demand for the fibre to 
the extent that the cotton bagging would be 
used, It is notorious that all the disastrous 
eotton fires that occur, originate in Ameri- 
ean cotton, and this fact, no doubt, has its 
effect on the price of the staple. 

As we have said before, and as we will 
probably say again, if the southern planters 
will take advantage of the situation as it ex- 
ists today, they will be in a position next 
year to thank their stars that the jute bag- 
_ging robbers stopped them in the road and 

demanded their purses. | 

The farmers who have obligations should 
meet them promptly, and then, when this is 
done, boycott the jute bagging.

Inthe paragraph upon election frauds, 
he znakes.an effert to raise the race issue 
against the south. His civil service plank 
is likely to cause a howl among ‘‘the boys’’ 
—if they believe him sincere. 

There is a studied cffort in the treatment 
of the pensions question to refrain from a 
denunciation of the robbery practiced by 
pension sharks, as disclosed by the presi- 
dent’s manly vetoes, hence the natural! in- 
ference is‘that the republican candidate 
indorses this robbery. There is nothing in 
the other portions of the letter worthy of 
consideration.

A portion of this 
article was read tome by a friend, but he would 
not show me the balance. I told my son. Tom Cobb, 


| that it was an attenrpt io blor kmail, and that doubt. 
less the editor would come or send to my office to

that if the editor, orany sgent of his, came to my 
office in my absence for such purpose,to tell him In 
plain language that 1 would not recognize, In any 
way, his seandalous sheet. 

It appears that a person named Campbell called, 
in my absence, asking that 1 permit the Avalanche 
to publish my announcement for pay, etc.. My son 
denounced the paper and its editor, Martin. On 
last Saturday another issue of this sheet appeated, 
filled with false’ and offemsive allusions to my 
son and myself, These were replied to 
by my son in the daily papers, and this morning 
two cards appegred in THE CONSTITUTION, one 
signed by Martin and the other by Campbell Their 
offensive @haracter was euch that my son, Tom Cobb, 
felt called upon to take personal redress. I endeay- 
ored to dissuade him from this on aceount of the 
very low character of these persons. Whatever 
standing this Martin had in Aibermarle county, 
Virginia, he had forfeited by the infamy of his 
conduct here, arf therefore I did not think it nec- 
essary for my son to noticeanything he might say 
ordo, But he took a different view, and whilst I 
did not absolutely know precisely when he would 
chastise these persons, yet I felt sure he would 
do so. Naturally, I proposed to be near my son, if 
I could so manage, without his being aware of the 
fact. 

Therghee, at about eleven o'clock today, without 
the kn@wleige of. my son, I took my seat in the 
furniture store of Mr. John Neal, on Broad street, 
where I conld command a view of the entrance tw 
the office of the Avalanche, and there remaiued for 
some time, determined if my son entered that door, 
to follow him. After waiting perhaps an hour, I 
went to THR ConsTITUTION office to send election 
tickets tothe country precincts,and remained there, 
engaged in this work. for an hour or two.

-GEORGIA’S VENICE. 


. The City of Augusta Still Under 


Water. 


Broff.On His Bark Taking Notes—The Citi- 
zens Cheerfal—A Funeral Train 
On the Water. 


Avevsta, Ga., September 11.—Special. ]— 
With feet, ankles and knees bathed In ugly, 
muddy water I sit writing this story of the 
greatest flood ever known in Augusta, proba- 
bly in the entire south. Almost the entire 
city is covered with water. The streets are 
flowing angry, surging streams in which boats 
well manned alone can survive, but in the 
midst of all this the-people are happy and ju- 
bilant, so much so that since dark tonight the 
heavens have been illuminated by an almost 
incessant blaze of fire works sent up, not by a 
reckless crowd ot dissipated boys about the 
town, but by merchants and business men 
who say: “Oh, this little freshet is nothing 
and we will make the time merry while it is 
here.”’ 

But it is mueh easier for the flood to get here 
than it is fora person living onthe outside. 
For instance, let me tell you how I got here: 
The train which I came on struck the water 
near the canal basin, about two miles from 
the city. There I, wirh a dozen men, some 
residents of the city, some commercing - tour- 
ists,was dumped. We walked a half a mile to 
Caihoun street, at Coggins’. crossing. Here 
we founk a throng of 400 to 500 people—men, 
women and children mixed indiscriminately 
stood upon the edge of the stream watching a 
half dozen boats anchored near by. In the 
boats stood negroes and white men whose 
brawny arins showed plainly their strength. 
Hs we approached the boat men yelled: 

‘Boat, sir; boat.”” The party halted upon 
the edge of the stream and glanced at or rather 
in the direction of the fountain city. Only a 

SOLID SHEET OF WATER 

could be seen, but above the water tops of 
houses-and trees appeared with here and there 
a suggestion of afence. After watching the 
waters for a short time every man in the crowd 
except Mr. P. Wilson, of Cincinnati, a warm 
friend of Don Bain’s, of Atlanta, declined rigk- 
ing the voyage. 

With me, Mr. Wilson approaching a boat- 
man and I asked: 

‘Will you take us over?”’ 

“It is dangerous, boss,’’ answered the man. 

‘‘Much danger?’’ asked Wilson. 

‘*Yes, a good deal,”’ answered the boatman. 

“Then I will go back to Atlanta,’’ said Mr, 
Wilson. 

This left me alone, and, with an unsteady 
nerve, I began a trade with the boatman. I 
finally bought his boat, and then paid two of 
them by the hour to pull me over. As I 
stepped into the boat, Wilson grabbed me by 
the arm, saying, ‘‘Don’t go.”’ But then he 
gave me a hearty shake of the hand, and one’ 
of the men pushed the boat away. 

BRUFFEY’S VOYAGE. 

For two blocks we moved along evenly, al- 
most gracefully. Then we approached the 
canal. This formed what is called here the 
current, and aswift current itis. Nothing could 
stem it. My two sailors headed my yacht up 
stream and struck the current. Into it we 
went, like a quarterhorse, and down the stream 
we glided, so fast that my head began to swim. 

““Just be steady, boss,’’ said one of the sail- 
ors, ‘‘and we will get through, I hope."’ 

I sat steady; the men pulled steady, anda 
mile down the stream we came out of the cur- 
rent. The water was here twelve to fifteen 
feet deep, and through a residence yard weran 
into Jackson, the cotton avenue of the city. 

Here the boat encountered another current, 
but the muscular sailors overcame it, and we 
finally floated up to the Chronicle office. 
Colonel Pat Walsh, the well-known editor, 
was standing atthe Broad street entrance knee 
deep in water. Beside him stood Ed Hook, 
the city editor, incased in a full suit of rub- 
ber. Both gentlemen were smiling, and 
Colonel Walsh stepped forward, saying: 

COLONEL WALSH’S CARD. 

“T knew THe ConstiruTIon would send 
some one up to see this flood, and I have pre- 
pared a card for you. Here it is:’’ 

Editors Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.: Augusta has 
been wet for the last furty-eight hours, but she will 
come up dry and smiling tomorrow morning. The 
exposition will take place according to announce- 
ment. (Signed) PATRICK WALSH. 

As every one who is acquainted with 
Augusta knows, Broad street is the highest 
point in the city and the block in which the 
Chronicle office and Arlington hotel are situa- 
ted is the veg highest. Some idea ofthe ex- 
tent of the flood may be had when it is said 
that the water was more thana foot deep in 
these two butldings: The flood made its force 
apparent on Saturday morning. For more 
than a weck rain had been falling almost in- 
cessantly but noone anticipated a flood till 
Saturday morning. 

At 11 o’clock on that morning, the water 
rose to 28 feet and five inches, covering the 
entire eastern portion of ‘the city. Persons 
began to grow uneasy and many prepared to 
move. But in afew hours the risg abated and 
at 4 o’clock the water began to fall. Of course 
the people felt better and abandoned all idea 
of moving. The water continued to recede 
until Sunday noon, when 21 feet marked 
the situation, although all ideas of a flood were 
dispelled. Sunday came and that night all 
Augusta went to bed happy. Early in the 
night however, the water began to rise rap- 
idly and for sometime went up at 
rate of thirteen inches an hour. About four 
o’clock the watchman at the Riverside mills 
discovered the danger and gave the alarm by 
long and loud whistles from his engine, The 
operators, who reside in the cottages about the 
mill, awoke to find their houses filled with 
water. It was pitch dark. The rain was fal!- 
ing and the water was about three feet deep 
Noone Knew what danger threatened him, 
and for a time 

CRIES AND SHRIEKS 

drowned the noise of the storm and the shrill 
whistling of the engine:- Finally those whose 
lives were imperiled, became calmer and be- 
gan to do the best thatcould be dome. Some 
succeeded in getting to dry ground, while 
others got away from the water by getting up- 
on the tops of the houses and climbing into 
trees in friendly proximity. 

By 4 o’clock Monday morning the flood was 
en assured fact, and nearly everybody 
was out of bed. Then the rise continued 
as follows: 4 a. m., 32 feet; 6 inches: 
5 a. m., 33 feet, Shinches; 6 a. m., 34 feet; 7 a. 
m., 3¢ feet, 74 inches; 8 a. m., 35 feet: 9 a. m., 
35 feet, 44 inches; 10 &. m., 35 feet, $4 inches ; 
ll a. m., 36 feet, 2 inches; 12 m., 36 feei, 54 
inches; 1 p. m., 66 feet, 74 inches; 2 p. m., 36 
feet, 95 inches: 3 p. m., 36 feet, 114 inches: 4 
p. m.,, 37 feet, 14 inches; 5 p. m., 37 feet. 33 
inches; 6 p. m., 37 feet, 53 inches; 7 p. m., 37 
feet, 7 inches. 

The rise then continued till Monday, about 

idnight, whenit attained 39 feetand one 
inch. At that hour Augusta was in her most

man. Sometime after midnight the waters 
began to fall, at first very slowly, and by day- 
light this morning it had. gone down four 
inches. With daylight and receding Wwarers, 
the people began to feel better and by 100 clock 
everybody was happy and turning the flood into. 
a picnic; boats began to grow abuudant 
and occasionaliy a lady could be seen yacht- 
ing. The boats. however, were used by men 
who were compelled to go out, and were used 
also in removing persons from their homes. AS 
the day wore on the waters continued to re- 
cedé, and by dark Broad street showed up In 
maby places. 

It will be two or three days yet, however, 
before the water leaves the town. Just now 
it is impossible to give anything like 
the damage done. Augusta covers about 
five square miles, and four-fifths of iis 
was inundated. Every street in the city was 
under water except the Dublin and the West 
side, where the water did not go. Fences have 
been washed away; houses have been moved 
and bridges torn to pieces, but the exact 
amount of damage cannot be told till the 
water disappears. The canal banks have been 
torn, how badly cannot be told and the mills 
must remain idle till the repairs are made. 

I shall not attempt to give anything like a 
detailed account of the losses, that is simply 
impossible at present. It is necessarily great 
but the greatest part of it is the astonishing 
manner in which the people have taken it. 
They laugh atit and say: ‘‘Oh, it’s the greatest 
thing that ever happened for Augusta, see 
how-we will come out, It is the big- 
gest advertisement we have ever had, 
we recognize that it is & grave 
disaster which will entail great personal in- 
convenience and large municipal expense, but 
we face the matter with asturdy, resolute de- 
termination to bring even better things out of 
the temporary calamity.” 

The high waters have caused a great ceal of 
suffering. Whole families have been 

WITHOUT ANYTHING TO EAT 

since Sunday night, but tomorrow they will 
all be fed bounteonsly. When the waters be- 
gan to rise Sunday night, it was so rapid that 
no thought of anything to eat was indulged 
in. All edibles were left in the pantries, as 
the people went higher in the buildings, and 
when bunger manifested itself the water had 
destroyed the flour and washed the meats 
away. 

In many instances families have had an 
absolute two days’ fast; but tomorrow they 
will have a feast. The mayor has just issued 
a proclamation in which he asserts that those 
who need help and cannot call for it will be 
supplied at their homes tomorrow by commit- 
tees in boats. This is just like Augusta, 
There have been many rumors of loss of 
life, but so far only one person has been 
drowned. Bolivar Williams, an employe of 
the Sibley mills, with his brother undértook to 
make money out of a boat. They had two pas- 
sengers, and in crossing the canal 

THK BOAT WAS CAPSIZED. 
’ The two passengers escaped; so did Wil- 
liams’s brother, but he went under. The trip 
across the canal is not only dangerous but 
lengthy. This morning three commercial men 
hired a boat. Their sailors started out and the 
boat reached the Arlington at twelve o’clock 
tonight. For awhile rumors were abundant 
that the entire party had been lost. The Dow 
dy boys are wel! known as hunters and fisher 
men. They tried to cross the waters with a 
lady and gentleman, and nothing has been 
seen of the party since. 
A FUNERAL ON THE WATER. 

Conducting a fvnoeral in boats is a 
most unusual occurrence, but it 
was done here yesterday. Undertaker 
Platt had three calls for coffins. It was a sol- 
emn thing to see the boats making their way 
among pleasure parties, bearing their burdens 
of sorrow and death. On one of the trips 
Undertaker Platt had a close call himself, and 
together, with his coffin, was overturned into 
a deep and swirling current. Both were res- 
cued without injury. 

Late this afternoon a pathetic scene was 
witnessed on Telfair street, above Mulberry. 
It was the remo¥al of a sick woman froma 
flooded house. Four persons entered and after 
laying the bed clothing on chairs placed on this 
improvised stretcher the emaciated form of a 
young woman, and made their way as best 
they could through the water to a boat a short 
distance off, and tock her to the hills south of 
the city. She was fortunate in having such 
devoted friends, forinthe trip down Telfair 
street anxious faces would bend out of win- 
dows or sturdy voices cry from the hill tops, 
all on a lookout for a _ craft to 
remove them. They had no definite haven; 
simply wanted to get out, leave 
their home and all it implied and reach dry 
ground, or rather firm ground, for the rains 
of the past two weeks have made the former a 
scarce commodity. 

A CURIOUS FIGHT. 

Fights occur everywhere, but here is one 
which the world cannot duplicate as to its 
origin. It occurred near the Central hotel 
yesterday evening. A gentleman paid a negro 
one dollar to carry him on his shoulders to 
the Planter’s hotel. Some misunderstanding 
occurred about the position the gentleman 
should occupy on the negro’s shoulders, and 
the latter refused to carry him to the hotel. 
The gentleman demanded his money. The 
negre gave back all but twenty-five cents, and 
addressed him in abusive language. The lat- 
ter drew his knife and inflicted two or three 
wounds in the back of the negro. The wounds 
of the negro are said to be very serious. 

When the wires went down last night shut- 
ting Augusta off from the world there was 
great anxiety here. No mails had been in 
during the day—and none since Saturday, for 

hat matter—and the extent of the flood away 
from here was unknown. 

Yesterday the mail carriers made their early 
morning collections. The working force in 
the office stood to their pouches and pigeon 
holes until about noon, when the water began 
to [claim the premises. No delivery was at- 
tempted, as it was clearly out of the question. 
The transfers from and to the morning trains 
were made all right, but stopped in the after- 
noon. e 
Should a fire break out in the city the fire 
department would be useless. However, the 
fire could only burn to the water's edge. 

The Waters Receding. 

Avaeusta, Ga., September 12—At one 
o'clock this morning the waters have 
gone down enough to give those on Broad 
street a good chance to see the ground. Stil] 
you must wade threugh water knee deep in 
some places to cross the street. The hotels are 
full of strangers who cannot get away and all 
during the evening they have been joining in 
the hilarious work going on, e

The Switching Problem and a 
New Depot. 


What a Railroad Man Has to Say About It~ 
An Excellent Location Saggested 
~frief Mention. 


How will it be solved? 

The question of avoiding present dangers 
and delays at the railroad street crossings, is 
till a lively one, both with the railroads, the 
people and the special couneil committee that 
has in charge the Woodward ordinance in 


reference to this matter. 

But there is a new and promising feature in 
the settlement of this vexed question that, if 
consummated, will ‘kill two birds with one 


stone.”’ 

It is a certainty that Atlanta needsa new 
union depot, and itisalso an admitted fact 
thata suitable location for this important 
necessity will do away witha large share of 
the danger that results from the present. 
arrangement, whereby all trains are run across 
our principal streets. And even after the 
trains have been min intothe carshed, where 
hundreds of people are.crowded and constantly 
on the move during the busy hours of the day, 
the danger to life and limb is great, and con- 
tinually growing with the daily increase of 
travel through Atlanta. Speaking of this: 
interesting subject to a well-informed railroad 
man yesterday, a CONSTITUTION reporter asked 
about the probabilities for a new depot. 

“T suppose you know that the Central rail. 
road has been planning to build a union depot 
somewhere in the vicinity of their property 
near the network of tracks that come into the 
city in and around their freight depot and 
yards ?’’ the railroad man asked the reporter, 
and continued by saying: 

“They own all the property that would be 
necessary for such a purpose, and I understand 
that they have had plans drawn for such a 
wnilding for over a year.”’ 

‘What do you think of the prospects for 
their building a union depot?’’ asked the re- 
porter. 

“Oh, that would be mere guesswork, except- 
ing the fact that there are the best of reasons 
why a union depot should be built. THe Con- 
STITUTION has already published some excel- 
lent ideas in connection with this matter, but 
the recent agitation of this railroad street 
crossing matter has put another face on the 
matter.”’ 

‘“‘What do you mean?” 

‘The principal reason, of course, why a new 
union depot should be built lies in the fact 
that the present building is entirely too small 
to accommodate present business, to say noth- 
ing of the fact thatit is very badly arranged. 
Then there are several new roads coming to 
Atlanta, to say nothing of those already built 
which do not enter the depot. What do you 
suppose they will do with the trains that will 
be running into Atlanta over new roads 
within the next two years unless a larger and 
better arranged depot is built ?’”’ 

The reporter very frankly admitted that he 
didn’t know. 

‘*You see there are four new roads coming to 
Atlanta. The Georgia, Carolina and North- 
ern; the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus; 
the Marietta and North Georgia, and the At- 
lanta, Atlantic and Great Western. This city 
isnow the greatest railroad center in the 
south, and with the addition of these roads it 
will be absolutely necessary to provide better 
depot facilities.” 

‘What location would you suggest for a 
new union depot ?’’ 

‘‘T am in favor of any site that will give 
room enough for a building that will accc mno- 
date alithe roads, and permit them to run 
their trains in and out without catting them ia 
two, as is necessary in the present depot. This 
is not only very dangerous, but troublesome to 
travelers and railroad men alike.”’ 

‘You think then, that the Central will be 
ee ee mover in any project fora new de- 
pot ?” 

“Tt looks like it at present, and if thisshould 
prove to be true, yon can readily see what an 
excellent site they could choose from their 
large holdings of property about the foot of 
Alabama and Hunter streets, and then there 
are other excellent sites that could be made 
available with slight changes in the yaitd 
tracks.”’ 

“If-a depot is builtin that portion of the 
city it would relieve the street crossings of all 
danger from the passage of trains, would it 
not ?’’ 

“Oh, yes; that is so far as passenger trains 
are concerned. All the roads, except the 
Georgia and Richmond and Danville, ‘enter 
the city so that a depot in that locality would 
make it unnecessary for their trains to cross a 
single one of our principal streets. So 
far as the Georgia and Richmond and 
Danville roads are concerned, they 
could easily make arrangements 
tocome into the city over tracks that would 
aiso keep them from crossing our streets, Jas at 
present. I mean that they could run around 
the city, instead of through it.’’ 

‘Do you think the agitation of the street 
crossing problem has had anything to do with 
starting the rumors about a new ante depot ?’’ 

‘‘T have no doubt about that, as a change in 
the location of the union depot would certainly 
go a long ways toward lessening the present. 
dangers. But back of all thatis the demand 
for a larger depot, arranged so that the travel 
which makes Atlanta one of the greatest rail- 
road cities in the country can be properly 
handled and made comfortable.”’ 

Out of Time Again. 

The Central tracks are overflowed between 
the 91st and 94th mile posts this side of Savannah, 
and trains will not go through until tonicht or to- 
morrow morning. Local trains to Macon are on 
time and passengers for Savannah weut via Way- 
cross on last night’s train, whieh adds only about 
six hours’ time to the journey, 

On account of a washort on the Virginia Midland 
the Richmond and Danville trains were all de- 
layed, Lut will be able to run on schedule time 
today. 

The Georgia road succeeded in gettinga train 
through from Harlem, near Augusia. last evening, 
but the waters still shut them out from the city. 
Nearly all their motive power is in the reundhouse 


at Augusia, and until their engines can be obtained 


the old reliable Georgia will have to stand delays, 
The Refugee Train. 

The Florida refugee train arrived in Atlanta 
at 2:5) this morning, with nearly four hundred pas- 
sengers on board. The train was switched onto the 
Air-Line tracks and taken to Hendersonville, N. C., 
by a special engine. The train was stopped at 
Macou and the retngees were given an opportunity 
for obtaining refreshments. The cars were locked 
and guarded during the entire journey.

Janche office to warn Martin to be prepared. 
Later I visited the office and had a short con- 
versation with Martin. I saw he was nervous, 
and asked him what was the matter. I told 
him not to lose his head; that it would not do 
to get excited. I told him he ought not to be 
afraid to goout into the streets. Martin an- 
swered that he wasaverse to any row and didn’t 
want to go down into the streets. I left him 
and went down to Marietta street. Soon Isaw 
Postmaster Renfroe, Hoke Smith and Captain 
Harry Jackson and a policeman coming across 
the Broad street bridge. I Knew that matters 
were coming to a head, so I hurried across the 
street and reached the door just as the trio 
started up. The policeman tried to stop me, 
but I brushed past him and soon caught up 
with Hoke Smith and the others. Hoke Smith 
went in advance a few paces, closely followed 
by Captain Jackson and Postmaster Renfroe. 
Captain Jackson carried acane in his right 
hand and his face was white with excitement, 
Renfroe was terribly excited, and Hoke Smith 
was the coolest of the lot. We all four reached 
the top step about the same time. Hoke 
Smith entered. Martin’s office,  fol- 
lowed py Captain Jackson and  Post- 
master Renfroe. thought there 
would certainly be shooting, SO 
I looked out for number one. Hoke Smith, 
as he entered, said: ‘Mr. Martin, I want to 
speak to you.’ 

‘‘Martin, who had been sitting before his 
desk, rose slowly and said: 

‘**VYes, sir; what is it?’ 

“Hoke Smith stepped to onegside, very near 
Martin, and turning to Jackson, said, ‘Go 
ahead, captain.’ 

‘‘At this instant Jackson’s arm descended 
and hiscane struck Martin’s head. Simal- 
taneously Martin drew a pistol and tried to 
shoot. The pistol wasin a rubber cover, and 
the triggér would not act. Had the pistol been 
free from this cover it would have 
fired, and Hoke Smith would une 
doubtedly have been _ killed. This 
was all that saved him. Martin was trying to 
make it fire anyhow when Hoke Smith dis- 
armed him. ‘The weapon fell to the floor and 
it was picked up instantly by Hoke Smith, 
who held it in his hand till after the affray was 
over. All the while Jackson was striking 
Martin vigorously with the stick. Martin 
must have been stunned, for he looked dazed 
and did not strike Jackson, although it seemel 
to me he might have done so. He keeled over 
and fell flat to the floor. Jackson got astride 
of him and continued to strike over the head. 
Martin placed his hands over his face and head 
to protect it, and got some heavy blows on his 
hands. Renfroe was urging Jackson 
on and tellling him to ‘give him more.’ 
He stood = guard to keep anyone 
from interfering, and a young man 
who tried to pull Jackson off was pushed aside. 
A crowd rushed in and Jackson was pulled off. 
Martin seemed insensible. I dressed his 
wounds. I found that he had received a great 
number of hits, but none of them were deep. 
His hands were badly hurt, both being almost 
disabled. Itis my opinion that the first blow 
was so sudden that it somewhat stunned Mar- 
tin.. He tells me this is the case. I did not 
see’ anv one else strike him, although Hoke 
Smith caught his arm when -he attempted to 
use the pistol. These are about the facts of 
the case.”’ 

What Captain Jackson Said. 

Captain Harry Jackson said: 

‘Five seconds before I went to Martin’s 
office I had no idea of going. I was in Tue 
CONSTITUTION Office with a number of friends 
bundling up tickets for the country precincts 
in tomorrow’s election. We were assigning 
messengers for each precinct and preparing 
the bundles to be sent out. Suddenly Mr. 

sohannon, the elevator man of THE ConstTiIrTru- 
TION building, came to the door and said: 
ckson has knocked Martin down and 
iis head open and they say he is dying.’ 
This, of course, startled me. I picked upa 
hat and ran out of the office. I ran across to 
Marietta street, fearing the very worst, for I 
know that my son was yery indignant over the 
cards that had been printed in the morning 
yaper. 
' “When I reached the corner of Broad and 
Marietta streets some one, I do not Know who, 
caught me and said, ‘Whatis the matter?’ I 
then asked ‘has he hurt Martin seriously ?’ 
Hoke Smith, who I then saw for the first time 
and donot know yet where he came from, said: 

** ‘No, Cobb has beaten Campbell,’ 

“T them asked: ‘Is he cying or seriously 
hurt ?’ 

“Some one replied: ‘No, he is not. He has 
simply had a good whipping, which he de- 
served. Cobb only struck him with his fist.’ 

“TI felt thankful for this, and turned and 
started back to nty work. Suddenly, as I 
reached the steps of the Avalanche office, I re- 
flected that my son having had one fight, and 
been exposed to the piste! of a man who was 
expecting him, w at once seck the other 
man who had insulted him, I felt that it was not 
right that he shoul@be exposed twice to sach 
risk, especially as I knew that Martin was ex- 
pecting him, and was undoubtedly armed. I 
therefore determined on the instant to seek 
Martin and end the matter myself. 

‘* As I started up the steps Hoke Smith asked: 
‘Where are you going?’ 

“T said,‘I am going to settle this matter with 
Martin myself,’ and I started up the stairs 


' two steps ata time. Renfroe called out: 


‘Where the devil are you going?’ 

“T replied, ‘I am going to see Martin,’ and 
hy that time was in his office. Renfroe had 
heard me say before that I had never seen 
the man, and, as he had reached the head of 
the steps by that time, he said, ‘Martin is the 
man with the straw hat on.’ 

‘* 46 { entered the door Martin, who was sit- 
ting down, raised with a pistol in his hand, | 
saw the pistol distinctly, and kept my eye on 
it. I stepped rapidly to him and said: ‘Is 
vour name Martin?’ He muimbled some sort 
of assent. I said, *my name is Jackson; that 
is enough.’ 

‘ts I said this I raised a light’grape wood 
stigk which I had been carrying for years, and 
which has net a particle of metal about it, 
and struck him over the head. He started to 


I saw it drop from his hand. 1 do not know 
whether the pistol dropped from Mr. Smith 
having grabbed at his hand. or through fear. 


' As I strack him he fell to his kuees, and

| him a great many licks. Mr. Dagg Dean came 
running in and with Dr. Westmoreland caught 
my atm. Mr. Renfroe protested against their 
interference, and withdrew their attention. At 
that time a policeman entered the room. Mr. 
Hoke Smith picked be Martin's pistol from 
a tloor where he had dropped it, and I left 

e 

‘*These are the facts in the case. AsI have 
stated, five seconds before I was in Martin's 
office I had no idea of having a difliculty with 
him, but I knew that he and ae were 
both armed and expecting an attack from my 
son. WhenT heard that my son had attacked 
one of them, I knew that he would come im- 
mediately for the other. and as he had taken 
one risk I determined that he should take no 
other, and on the spur of the moment I went 
up stairs, as I thought, alone, determined to 
settie the matter with Martin then and there. 
The stick that I carried isa light grape-wood 
walking stick which I have carried as a light 
cane foralongtime. It cannot weigh over a 
half pound. This stick I still have and there 
is not a scar or dent on it.”’ 

‘There is nothing, then, in the statement 
that Mr. Hoke Smith heid Martin or in any 
way assisted you ?”’ 

‘Why, of course not. There was no hel 
needed. The moment I entered the room 
saw Martin’s pistol. I kept my eye on it and 
was perfectly able to protect myself against it. 
Mr. Smith saw it aiso and grabbed at it to 
prevent Martin using a pistol against my light 
cane. I do not know whether Martin dropped 
the pistol through fear or whether Smith 
caught at it. Idnly know that it fell 
to the floor. One thing more I want to say. 
Very few people read the Avalanche, and 
consequently very few know of the infamous 
attacks this man has been making on me for 
weeks. I stood everything patiently, prefer- 
ring to have no difficulty, until toda , when 
the knowledge that my son was ooking for 
two men, both of whom had pistols in their 
pockets and were waiting for him, betrayed 
me into seeking Martin in his office and put- 
ting myself between my son and him.”’ 

The Jackson-Campbell Fight. 


This oceurred near Beermann’s store, corner 
of Peachtree and Decatur streets, a few min- 
utes before 1 o’clock. 

Mr. Campbell was near the corner and Po- 
liceman Seals was a few feet away. Messrs. 
Cobb Jackson, Burton Smith, Ed. McCandless 
and Harvey Johnson were on the opposite 
side of the street, near Jacobs’s pharmacy. 

Mr. Jackson came across the street and the 
others were soon with him. Mr. Smith took 
a position near the policeman, and Mr. John- 
son and Mr. McCandless were on the outer 
edge of the pavement. Mr. Campbell was 
standing near the side of the store and had 
one hand in his pocket. Mr. Jackson walked 
directly toward him and, without saying a 
word, planted his fist between his eyes. he 
blow was so powerful that it nearly knocked 
Mr. Campbell off his pins and his head struck 
the wall as he fell. 

He tried to © recover — and at- 
tempted to draw a pistol, it was thought 
by those who saw the fight. He 
was half stunned, and if such was his purpose 
he was not able to draw the weapon. His an- 
tagonist plied blow after blow in quick suc- 
cession. These he could not withstand, and 
he fell to the ground insensible. After he 
struck the ground it was seen that he held a 
knife in his right hand. His opponent kickcd 
this into the middie of the street. All was 
over. 

As soon as the first blow was struck, Police- 
man Seals made a rush to separate the com- 
batants, but he did not get more than a fey, 
paces towards them. He was grabbed around 
the waist by Mr. Burton Smith, who held him 
firmly. The fight was soon over, but before 
if was finished a large crowd had collected. 

Mr. Campbell was apparently a badly used 
up man. His faee was fearfully disfigured 
and was bleeding copiously. He was taken to 
Dr. Gaston's office, across the street, and his 
wounds were dressed. He was then taken in 
a carriage to Mr. George Martin’s home, 250 
West Peachtree street. 

Mr. J. C. Campbell's Statement. 

Mr. J. C. Campbell was found in bed in the 
house of Mr. Martin. He was quite badly 
bunged up. Said he: 

‘IT heard that young Jackson was on the 
street with a hickory stick. When he passed 
me this afterncon I was standing on the corner 
of Decatur and Peachtree streets, on my way 
home. Isaw three men coming up. As my 
eyesight is bad I could not recognize them un- 
til they were right up to nie, when I saw that 
they were Cobb Jackson, Burton Smith, and 
another whomI did not recognize. Cobb 
Jackson struck me across the right temple 
over the eye witha stick. A second anda 
third blow were struck by the others, when I 
was knocked down senseless.”’ 

Mr. Thompson's Statement. 


Mr. George B. Thompson, an employe of the 
south-eastern tariff association, whose office is 
the second doorfrom the office ofthe Avalanche, 
saw a part of the affray. He says: ‘‘I didn’t see 
the beginning of the difficulty. Hearing heavy 
blows in Martin’s office, I rushed thither to 
ascertain the trouble.* As I ran into the office 
I saw Martin lying on the floor, Captain Jack- 
son was ever him and was pounding him in the 
head with his stick. W. D. Dean was trying 
to pull him off. I caught the cane and gota 
smart blow on my hand for my pains. Ren- 
froe, the postmaster, jerked ean away. 
I saw Hoke Smith standing near with 
a pistol in his hand. Whether — it 
was his own pistol or Martin’s, I cannot say. 
Renfroe said fo Captain Jackson: ‘Give it to 
him,’ and Mr. Hoke Smith said: ‘‘You’ve 
given him enough.’ About this time a crowd 
rushed into the room and Captain Jackson and

Mr. Barton Smith's Statement. 

Mr. Burton Smith, although he had a hand 
in the affray, was perfectly cool and saw all 
that took place. He thus describes the fight: 

“Mr. Cobb Jackson saw me early in the 
morning as I was going to the courthouse. He 
expressed a determination to go at once to the 
office of the Avalanche and obtain satisfac- 
tion. We separated to meet as soon as I could 
return. When! got back we saw Mr. Ed. 
McCandless, and after some consultation, Mr. 
McCandless and I advised Mr. Jackson not to 
go to his office but to wait until he came on 
the street and then give him athrashing. We 
did this because we were very anxious to avoid 
the use of deadly weapons. About this time 
we received a telephone message that Martin 
whs in Tyner’s drug store. We went there at 
once, but he had gone. We _ then 
determined to wait for him 
out, and then the programme was for Mr.

‘Can that be the man? !He certainly is youn 
enough and vigorous enough to be responsible,’ 
and at that moment Cobb Jackson and Mr. 
Harvey Johnson came up, and I found that it 
was the man. Cobb crossed over, and we 
followed, and a few moments-affér Cobb. who 
had gone ever first, joined us, coming from the 
soda fountain and said to me, ‘‘Burton, hee 
cently has his hand on a pistol, shall I use a 
pistol?” Mr. cCandless and I 
at once replied, “Use no weapon: 
aitack him with your fist.” I then went and 
stood near Mr. Campbell, on his left. He 
looked at me as I came up. ms intention was 
if he attempted to draw a pistol, to seize it and 
take it away from him. Of course Mr. Jack- 
son would not have strack him while I had 
hold of him, if this had occurred; and of 
course, also, we were unwilling for Jackson to 
be shot down, unarmed as he was. A moment 
after, Cobb walked to him from the front, 
alone, and struck him in the face. A moment 
after a policeman approached. He held his 
club in his hand, and while I supp®sed he had 
no intention of using it, I was unwilling at 
that juncture for a club to appearin the 
difficulty, and I seized him as he came 
up. For amomentI was closely engaged with 
the officer, and then turning gaw Cobb slightly 
tap or slap Campbell upon the ground: Cobb 
was unarmed and used only his fist. Messrs. 
McCandless and Johnson the crowd off 
until they thought Cobb had done enough, 
and then it ended. No one touched: Campbell 
but Cobb. 

I will say that our sole intention in going 
was tosee that Cobb had fair play, and see 
that, as he was unarmed, no pistols were used. 
Cobb did the whole thing ina cool, business 
like manner, and when he referred to Camp- 
bell’s pistol I was tempted tosmile, for his 
toné was much as if he had asked me to join 
him in a glass of soda. He took no unfair ad- 
vantage of Campbell, and I think did the 
whole thing as well as it could have been 
done. A few minutes after he and I were 
walking away and met Captain Jackson, who 
reported the difficulty with Martin. This 
was & surprise to us, for Cobb considered that 
his work also. I wish to say again that neither 
Cobb, McCandless nor myself would, under 
any circumstances, have taken any unfair 
advantage.”’ 

Mr. Edward S. McCandless’s Statement. 

Epitors Constitution: Having heard 
several rumors circulated on the streets which 
are calculated to do injustice to Mr. Cobb 
Jackson, on account of the fight. between him- 
self and Mr. Campbell, to which I was an eye 
witness, and having declined to be interviewed, 
for the reason that erroneous statements fre- 
quently creep into such interviews, I prefer to 
make a true statement of the fight over my 
OWn Signature. 

The facts are as follows: I was standing 
close by the side of Mr. Campbell at the cor- 
ner of Peachtree and Decatur streets, when I 
saw Mr. Cobb Jackson approaching from the 
opposite side of the street, and while he car- 
ried a stick in his hand I saw him deliberately 
transfer the stick from his right to his left 
hand, and walkingup in front of Mr. Camp- 
bell Mr. Jackson struck him squarely in the 
face with his fist, felling him to the ground 
with the first blow, and then struck him 
two or three times and slapxd hii 
face. I then pulled Mr. Jackson off 
from Mr. Campbell and took him away. These 
are the facts and any statement made to the 
effect that Mr. Cobb Jackson either struck Mr 
Campbell with a stick or stamped him when 
down, is untrue. Mr. Cobb Jackson did his 
own fighting, nor did anyone beside Mr. Jack- 
son strike Mr. Campbell or attempt todo so.

NEW YORK, September 11.—The stock market was 
more active and higher throughont today. The 
raid of last evening was not continued this morn- 
tng, but instead there seemed an unusual anxicty 
to cover shorts in early trading, and this gave the 
market ait times a buoyant tone. When this move- 
ment was saticfied there came a more urgent de- 
mand from new buyers, and the upward movement 
in prices was not suffered to lag long ata time. The 
fecling on St. Paul seemed to have undergone @ 
change forthe better, reports that the dividend 
would be 144 or 1% per cent being freely circulated, 
and Mr. Armour was even said to be prepared to 
furnish money fora regular 24% per cent dividend. 
The news of the day was almost entirely bullish, 
and very favorable reports ot business done by 
trunk lines found publication, This was accompa- 
nied by a very decided movement in Vanderbilts, 
and Lake Shore in particular became prominent for 
both activity and strength, some round amounts of 
stock changing hands. Gould stocks were largely 
traded in and there was more attention paid to 
several specialties than usual of late, many of them

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provieions. 

CHICAGO, September Li—It is not known just 
how 6 bad crop report would have satisfied believers 
in owe dollar wheat, for when the government fig- 
ures show a decidedly poor crop, with little or no 
improvement in winter wheat at harvest and worse 
conditions in spring wheat than existed thirty days 
ago, the let go of wheat is as it werehot. The price 
of wheat went off %{c on the curb last eveu'my on 
figures telegraphed from Washington, and when the 
markets opened on ‘change today wheat was ic 
lower. and the deluge of long wheat soon broke 
prices anothercent. Itis more than probable that 
&@" army of operators with long wheat were holding 
it to unload on the big bulge which they thought 
sure to follew the flerce bull report of August. 
When the figures proved treme, the crowd felt that 
the ground was sinking under them and then threw 
their holdings, and a 2c dr»p in prices was ihe re- 
sult, The weakness continucd to the close at 1 
o'clock, when prices were 244@2'4c lower than yes- 
terday. 

The very excellent crop prospects did not affect 
prices in the corn pit. There was a greater infiu- 
ence back of the deal. There was a good export 
demand for corn at New York, and orders from the 
seaboard were filled in large numbersin this mar- 
ket. The cash demand here was also very strong, 
and futures were easily advanced with the cash 


price leading upward. The opening for October was 


at 45c, and, after the price touched 45%4@45}<¢c, 
there was some big local selifng, principally by one 
house, which broke the price to 44}¢c; then with the 
cash buying price bounded to 45\%c, outside, for the 
session, and the close at 1 p.m. was at 46c, The 
advance for the session was 4@ ce. 

Oats were dull, with the fluctuations were confined 
within narrow limits. 

Pork was strong at the opening and was 24%@7%c 
higher than yesterday's latest, On call October de- 
clined to $14,40, where it closed atlp.m. January 
sold up to $14.25, closing at $1412%%. What strength 
was apparent during the carly hours was due large- 
ly to rhort coverings, 

Lard was firm, opening and closing about where 
it rested yesterday efternoon. 

October ribs were a little higher, closing at 
$8.8244, with January $7.20. 

During the afternoon session wheat was weak and 
140 lower than atlo’clock. Corn was moderately 
active, but easier, October closing 34c lower. Oats 
were in light demand but steady. Pork was un- 
changed for September and October, 10c lower for 
November, and 5c lower for January. Lard was 
ateady for September and October, Jie lower for 
November, unchaoged for the year, and 2%4c higher 
for January. Short ribs were 2%4c¢ lower for Sep- 
tember and October, and 5c for January.

She claims an interest in the Vineville 
property assole heir of her deceased child, 
Jimmie Freeman, the effspring of her union 
with her first husband, Mr. James Freeman. 

The child’s inheritance is claimed through 
the will of its grandfather, Robert Freeman, 
who died in Bibb county in 1856, 

hiobert Freeman was a son ofa rich Georgia 
planter, and is a brother in a family which has 
prominent in severa) parts of Geor- 
Qne of his brothers was the late 
James Freeman, who represented thus 
district in congress during reconstruction 
times, another was the late Frank Freeman, 
who died at Rome last year, and Mrs. O. A. 
Lochrane, is a sister of Robert Freeman. 

On Tobesofkee creek, in Bibb county, is a 
‘arge plantation, owned in ante bellum times 
by Mr. Wiliam Scott, and known as the Scott 
mill place. Mr. Scott lived on a handsome 
place in Vineville and there his three daugh- 
ters grew up and were marricd. 

Harrict Scott: married Robert Freeman, 
Madelina married Charles Hamilton, and 
Elenora married Thomas W. Baxter, of Athens, 
who afterwards moved to Baltimore. 

Robert Freeman was a thrifty man, and 
when -Mr. Scott died he was appointed ad- 
rainistrator of the estate. By successive trades 
he acquired from the other heirs the greater 
part, or about 4,000 acres, of the Scott planta- 
tion. 

After an active and prosperous life, when he 
was the owner of a large plantation in Bibb 
and a handsome place of residence with forty 
or fifty acres of land in Vineville, and had in- 
vested a large amount in slaves and factory 
stock, and when his children had grown to 
interesting ages, Robert Freeman, in October, 
1855, realized that he had buta short time to 
live. 

In the presence of his physician, Dr. Gabriel 
Harrison, his neighbor. Reuben Jorden, and 
his friend Judge Barnard Hill, he executed a 
will which began with these words: 

“Know all men by these presents, that I, 
Robert Freeman, of the county and state afore- 
said, bein. of a disposing mind and memory, 
but being weak in body, and knowing the un- 
certainty of the duration of this present life, 
do make, ordain and publish this my last will 
and testament.”’ 

After appointing his friend Andrew Comer 
the executor and his beloved wife, Harriet Bb. 
Yreewan, the exeoeutrix of his will, Mr. I*ree- 
man began with this touching sentence: 

“Commending my soul intothe hands of a 
merciful God, I desire that my body be buried 
in a manner suitable to my circumstances and 
at the discretion of my executors.”’ 

Then he willed that his just debts should be 
paid and authorized his executors to sell part 
of his property at public or private sale for that 
purpose. 

After the payment of his debts he willed 
that his estate should be kept together for the 
maintenance of his family and for the educa-

tion and support of INs children, during the. 


life or widowhood of his wife. 

He directed that in case his wii should 
marry again, his estate should be divided be- 
tween his wife and children share and share 
alike, that provision for his wife being made 
in lieu of dower. 

In case his wife’s widowhood continued dur- 
ing her life, then at her death the estate was 
to be equally divided among the children. On 
the division of the estate it was provided that 
in case any of the children were dead and had 
left children of their own such child or children 
should stand in the place of the deceased par- 
ent and take the share that would, if he were 
living, be coming to him. . 

In case any of thegchildren were minors at 
the time of division, James C. Freeman was ap- 
pointed to aid as testamentary guardian during 
their minority. 

The contest will center on the sixth item of 
the will, which is as follows: | 

‘The property by the will given to my said 
children, is given in trust for the sole use of 
my said children respectively, during their 
natural lives, and at their deaths respectively, 
the remainder to their children then living, 
share and share alike, children of descendants 
to stand in the place of their deceased parefts 
a@sinthe preceeding item of this will; and 
should any of my children die without leaving 
issue living at the time of their Geath, then the 
legacy to such child shall lapse and become a 
part of my estate to be distributed under 
the fourth item of my will, and I hereby ap- 
point my brother, James C. Freeman, trustee 
tohoid the legal title during the estate for 
life, and for the preservation of the remainder 
contemplated by this item of my will,’ 

In icds Robert Freeman died, leaving his 
widow and five children, one of whom, James 
Freeman, came to Atlanta in 1883, married 
Miss Estelle Powell, of this city, and became 
the father of little Jimmie Freeman. James 
Freeman afterward died, and his child, Jim- 
mie, died last year, leaving its mother, who is 
how Mrs. Wolfe, the sole heir to its interest in 
the Robert Freeman estate. 

But as to the estate and what became of it. 

Andrew Comer did not qualify as executor 
of Robert Freeman,and Mrr. Harriet Free- 
man acted as executrix of her husband’s 
estate. 

After the war, owing to the emancipation of 
slaves and the general depression in the coun- 
try, the family became very much reduced in 
circumstances and Mrs. Freeman sold off a 
goed deal of the Vineville property. She took 
chargs of the Macon public library, but found 
it necessary to mortgage the Scott mill place 
to Mr. Baxter, her brother-in-law, for $5,000.
